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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has clearly stated the interpretation of 
the claimed subject matter, including the interpretation each element, and has shown that Cato's transponder is capable of generating the 
hash value, based on the parameters, and after receiving the parameters from the reader. Cato teaches that the hashed number which is 
calculated on the transponder used to determine the time slot used as a reply of that particular transponder, col. 5 I. 50 55. Cato does not 
discloses an inherent step which is looking up that hashed number in a table or database of transponder's memory from a set of time slots 
the transponder has received, see col. 3 I. 40, which would corresponds to the identification of the tag. In an analogous art, Pavesi 
discloses when a packet is received; an equivalent "hash value" is computed quickly from its incoming identifier, i.e. Cato's incoming 
parameters. This value points to a hash table (named a "slot") that corresponds to one or more out coming identifiers, i.e. Cato's tag ID, 
See Pavesi, col. 3 I. 41-44. For this reason and the reasons set forth in the Final office action, it is examiner position that claims 1-11 are 
unpatentable. Examiner has clearly stated in the Final Office action that random number generator is prominent feature of the claimed 
invention. See M.P.E.P. § 608.02(e) clarifies how 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a) should be interpreted and applied by an examiner: "The drawings are 
objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show [1] as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing." This language is the suggested paragraph for an 
examiner that wishes to use a 37 C.F.R. § 1 .83(a) objection. It is to be noted that applicant is stating on the record that the random number 
generator is not a prominent element of this invention; therefore, applicant should be able amend the claimed subject matter and remove 
from the claim language the use of random number generator . 
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
